Horticultural Association of Pennsyl- 
vania was held in Gettysburg last 
Wednesday and on Thursday the mem- 
bers of the association were the guests 
of the Adams County Fruit Growers 
Association and as Farmer

licly expressed, after being shown the 
greatest apple growing belt in the 
United States, were royally entertain- 
ed at a most delightful dinner.

vention in Washington from Nov. 17- 
22 and Prof. Fagan urged that Penn- 
sylvania should have an apple exhibit 
which should be second to none. He 
said they we'-e dependent upon the 
fruit growers of Pennsylvania to make 
the exhibit. They could help by send- 
ing a half bushel or peck o; different 
varieties. They could write to State 
College of the varieties that should b« 
sent and directions would Le given 05 
varieties wanted. This »-ouj?e would 
avoid the duplication of varieties. The 
apples for exhibition purposes should 
be sent to State College not later than 
November 1st. 


Prof. H. A. Surface was present and 


being called upon went to the front of 
the Chapel carrying a branch of peach 
iree which he declared had more than 
a hundred feet of new v^ood and it was 
all this year's jnowth.

The first address was by Dean R. L. 


Watts of State College, who described 
at length the work of the State for the 
farmer and orchard man. He told of 
the work of the farming experts re- 
cently appointed under a new act. 
That when difficulties beset the farro- 
ci or horticulturist he could ask one of 
these experts for advice, that it would 
be possible to have these experts go 
to the farms, see the difficulties and 
advise on the ground. He also ex- 
plained the work of State College to- 
ward an education for better farming 
and better conditions on the farm. In 
answer to inquiries whether the work 
v/as practical he gave as an illustra- 
tion the details of the work of rais- 
iug cattle. How the very best feed to 
get the greatest yield was ascertained, 
how the best results in the care of the 
cattle were obtained. 
The practical 


s:de of every problem was the one 
that had to be followed. 
He believed 


tbat the best answer to the practical 
work of State College was shown by 


tbe question. Such a crop must not 
be grown too near the trees so that 
the trees would be injured either by 
the crop or the harvesting of the same. 
The strip of rye in his orchard was 
only wide enough for two cuts by the 
binder. 
It was bis conclusion that 


such cultivation oi an orchard was not 
injurious but helpful.
